COTTON LOUSE ENEMY 

One Insect That Proves to Be 
the Planter's Friend. 

THE CONVERGENT LADY-BUG 

Instead of Being Injurious to the Cot- 
ton Plant This Little Bug Is 
' of Inestimable Benefit to 

Every one knows that the cotton, in 
common with nearly all other kinds of 
plants, is subject to the attack of in- 
seats, but very few realize the im- 
mense variety of' them that depend 
more or'less upon this staple for food: 
The cotton worm, cotton boll worm, 
Mexican cotton- boll- weevil, cotton 
louse, etc., are- but •' a- few examples of 
the most common, but fortunately only 
a few are at all apt to appear in serious 
numbers, and these are very variabh 
in their appearance. Sometimes they 
occur in such abundance as to appear 
to jeopardise the entire crop 
more or less extended area, while 
again their numbers are so insignifi- 
cant as to pass unnoticed. 

This striking variability is due in 
part to a great many causes, some of 
them easy to understand-; others i 
obscure in their nature. Nothing is of 
greater importance, though, than the 
weather conditions at certain seasons oi 
the year. Most insects thrive on a dry 
and warm season, while the opposite 
is true of fungous diseases. Last year 
the excessive rains and long continued 
periods of cloudy weather made tha' 
conditions very favorable for the latter 
mentioned, and the result was an out- 
break, quite serious in some sections, 
of the fungous disease known as cotton 
anthracnose. This season the dry and 
hot weather which has continued 
throughout May and June, will, unless 
July and August are extremely wet, 
render a recurrence of this disease 
extremely improbable, but it has been 
very favorable to the Insects. 

Luckily most of the insect pests ar-3 
restricted to a few generations pel 
year, and it will on that account re- 
quire more ihan ono favorable season 
for such varieties to increase to alarm- 
ing numbers. A few are, however, dif- 
ferent in their nature, producing a new 
generation every ten days

Increase many thousand fold In the 
course of a favorable season. 

The cotton louse belongs to tho lat- 
ter class. This insect only requires 
about ten days to develop from a new- 
ly born young to an adult capable oi 
producing young on its own account, 
and the rate of increase would be al- 
most beyond computation did not nat- 
ural causes intervene and prevent 
such a disaster. It is very safe to 
say that without such intervention 
this insect alone would practically 
ruin tha cotton crop the first season 
that it was allowed free sweep. 

But nature takes care of her own, 
both plants and insects, and such a 
calamity as that just mentioned will 
probably never take place. So si 
an insect passes the bounds 
scribed for it. and threatens serious 
destruction of the varieties' of pit 
which serve as its food, some 
stacle arises which prevents . further 
increase, usually in the form of 
predacious enemy or more commonly 
yet, of some dread contagious disease 
which sweeps through the Insect 
mles and leaves hardly survivors 
enoughh to continue the race. It is 
only by some action of mankind that 
the balance of nature fe desti 
when some pernicious insect' is' intro- 
duced into a new country, or large 
areas of land are made to produce 
crops not eminently fitted for just that 
locality. 

A very good illustration of a natu- 
ral check to the too rapid Increase of 
a noxious insect has been called 
attention of the State Entomological 
Departnmt several times of late. The 
season has been especially favorable 
for the cotton louse, and many com- 
plaints have been received concerning 
it. Recently, nearly every mail has 
brought in descriptions or specimens 
of a new insect which the planters are 
finding in numbers on their cotton, 
and which they fear is going to work 
them further mischief. Most of these 
inquiries have" been from the middle 
tier of counties; Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Twiggs, Houston, Schhley, Monroe 
and Marion, but other sendings were 
from further south. It is with a great 
deal of' pleasure that 

correspon. 
dents that 

there is no harm to 
be apprehended fn 
tho abundance of the insect 
in question, but most decidedly the 
contrary. It proves to be one of the 
true lady-bugs, v known as the Conver- 
gent Lady-Bug on acouiit of the two- 
converging white lines on the black 
area just back of the head, and like 
all others of its family which I have 
yet found Inhabiting Georgia, is bene- 
ficial in its nature. All of them feed 
largely, if not exclusively, upon th< 
different kinds of scale insects an: 
plant lice, and this one which has sev 
eral times before been noticed preyin; 
upon the plant lice infesting fruit trees 
has attacked the cotton louse this sea- 
son in a very business-like manner. 
Figure 1 represents the adult winged 
insect enlarged about twice. Figure 
.: sents one of the young, also 



somewhat enlarged, at 
found crawling about c 
Both the young and 
the adult are very 
voractious, and devour 
quantities 
Figure 3 is of the inter- 
mediate resting stage known as tha 
pupa, enlarged. This is bright orange 
In color, with, black spots, and may 
be found attached to the leaves and 
Stems of cotton^ or other louse iiu- 
testeci plants. The specimen from- 
which the drawing was made was at- 
tached to a leaflet of locust growing 
beneath a large plum tree which was 
covered with lice. It is specimen's of 
this form which are more commonly 
us for determination, oftentimes 
20 being attached to the tip of a 
cotton stalk, and nearly always on- 
■Ival some o-f them will havo hatched 
into active individuals like figure 1 
The eggs, whrch are not represented 
in the figures, are pale orange in color, 
and are- laid in little clusters in situ- 
ations where the young, which are 
very strong anad active from tha 
first, will have no difficulty in finding 
food. Two or three weeks, if the 
weather is favorable and food abund- 
ant, will be sufficient for their entire 
transformation, and they will pass 
cessively through larger and larger 
stages of active crawling larvae, then 
through the resting stage, or pupa, and" 
finally becoming active again, they 

ready to lay eggs' 
for another ar "' 
more numeroi 
generation. I n 
the autumn, 
food supply becomes 
finally exhausted, the 
_. _ grown lady bugs seek shel- 
tered places in the woods, under 
the rough bark of trees, amonggst 
dried leaves, etc., and in the earliest 
spring come forth in numbers greatly 
diminished by the hardships of the 
Winter, but with courage unabated. 

As an illustration of the queer places 
which they choose for winter quarters, 
I once found a large colony, perhaps 
numbering hundreds, snugly ensconced* 
amongst the bases of the leaves which 1 
thickly covered the twigs of a young 
long leaved pine. 

In conclusion, regarding the appear- 
ance of these insects in cotton fields,- 
1 would repeat that there can be no 
question as to their beneficial nature. 
Every one of them represents the 
death of hundreds of cotton lice, and 
the prevention of future generations of 
thousaands. Though these pests may 
still be numerous and doing some in- 
jury, it must not be forgotten that 
were It not for the check given by 
their enemy they would be present 
numbers that might not injure merely, 
but destroy. Protect them, therefore, 
and do nothing that will hinder them 
in their good work.— State Depart- 
of Agriculture, W. F. Fiskey 
Assistant Entomologist.

Something About Fowls. 
The Introduction of Asiatic-bred 
fowls into the United States had great 
influence for good among our Ameri- 
can fowls. The Shanghai, or original 
Cochin, brought increased size and bet- 
ter egg production and their use as 
a cross upon the common barhyarl 
fowls created a desire for more and 
better poultry. The promiscuous mix- 
ing of these new and highly esteemed' 
fowls laid the foundation for all of 
our so-called American" breeds. 

The Brahma- was the first breed 
credited to us as an American produc- 
tion, anad though classed as an Asi- 
atic fowl, they are the outcome of 
great skill in breeding. 

The Plymouth Rocks are great fa- 
vorites with chicken fanciers because 
of their constitutional vigor. They 
prdsper where any other fowl can 
and thriVe under all conditions that 
are at all suitable for fowls. 

Our present type of the Plymouth 
Rock is the outcome of a careful hand- 
ling of fowls by the mating of Rose- 
comb American Dominique males 
with single comb black Java females. 
Those having the best color and single 
comb among those produced were se- 
lected and bred together, and thence" 
was the start of the present perfected' 
fowl. 

Breeds allied to the Plymouth 
Rocks are the Jersey Blue and the 
Rhode. Island Red. 

But we have not time to go into full- 
descriptions of all these varieties'- 
What has been said is only to show 
that there is in poultry raising great 
room for the exercise of skill. 

Breeders of poultry in Georgia do 
not generally need the close houses' 
that are found in higher latitudes. 
During the winter they may be used' 
to advantage. But at all seasons thor- 
ough ventilation is an absolute neces- 
sity. The roof of a chicken house 
should be close enough to keep out the 
rain, and all its sides, except the south, 
should be close enough to exclude 
the cold winds. Do not let the fowls 
be exposed to draughts of air. 
careful to protect the roosts against 
such draughts. The floor of a chick 
house should be frequently sprinkled 
with diluted sulphuric acid, which 
should be carefully handled to avoid 
injury to the clothing or persons oi 
those applying it. 

In Georgia fowls are healthier,, if left 
to roost in the trees during the Sum- 
Birds free to roam find their susten- 
ance from seeds, green vegetable mat- 
ter and insects. If confined witl 
narrow limits they must be suppli 
with what they desire and need, by 
th"e foresight and provident care Of 
the owner. Otherwise the fowls will 
suffer privation and become unprofit- 
able for either eggs or flesh.

ANALYZINGJHE SOIL 

Ifethod by Which Farmer 
Can Do This Himself. 

MR. McCANDLE83' .LETTER. 

Farmer Can Tall Whether His Soil 
Needs Lime, Phosphoric Acid, 
Potash or Nitrogen as Doe3 ..__ 
the Chemist. 

Referring to the statement in my 
last letter, that if any one eminent in 

soil essential to plant growth be 
Jacking in an available form, then that. 

)il cannot produce a good crop, no 

after how rich the soil may be in the 
other essential elements. You natur- 
ally exclaim then, why not have a 
chemist analyze the soil, and tell the 
farmer what element or elements are 
lacking in his soil and what are abun- 
dant, so that he will know how to fer- 
tilize — whether he ought to apply acid 
phosphate, or kainit, or cotton seed 
meal, or lime, one or all, to his land, 
so as to get the best results, and at the 
same time use the wiset economy in 
the purchase and application of fertil- 
izers. Yes, this is a very natural 
idea, and it was at one time, in the 
earlhsr clays of agricultural science, 
thought that by means of a chemical 
analysis of the soil, that the key had 
been found by means of which we 
■could unlock the secrets of Nature, 
and solce all the problems of practical 
agriculture. It was found, however, 
on trial, that this idea, so beautiful 
la theory, did not work well in prac- 
tice. It was discovered, for instance, 
that a soil which was producing poor 
crops contained one-tenth of one per 
cent, of phosphorio acid, or, calculating 
to a depth of nine inches, about three 
thousand pounds of phosphoric acid 
per acre, and yet this' soil was in 
ned of phosphoric acid, because when 
acid phosphate was used on it as a 
manure it responded with largely in- 
creased yields. Evidently the pros- 
phoric acid in this soil, although abun- 
dant in quantity, 3,000 pounds per acre, 
was not in a condition available to th? 
plant, so that it could be absorbed by 
the roots. 

Elements Soluble In Acids Not Always 
Available. 

Still when the chemist came to treat 
this soil with his strong chemical; 
he could dissolve the phosphates i 
It readily. Thus, it would happen 
that a charuist analyzing a soil and 
finding in it, say, 3,000 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid, 5,000 pounds of potash, 
and 4,000 pounds of nitrogen per acre,, 
and knowing nothing else about the 
soil, except the results of his analy- 
sis, would report that the soil contain- 
ed ample plant food for producing 
good crops, and was a good soil, not iu 
need of fertilizers, when, as a matt« 
of fact, the soil might be so poor •£ 
hardly to "s'prput peas." After many- 
trials and efforts to imitate the action 
of Nature in the 'laboratory, the con- 
clusion was reached that it was not 
possible to tell by a chemical analysis, 
in the case of cultivated soils, wheth- 
er the soil was a fertile one or not, or 
what particular elements should be 
added to it for the production of full

Whilst the chemical analysis Is a 
failure from this standpoint, still it is 
of value from another. For instance, 
if I make an analysis fo your soil and 
tell you that it contains 3,000 pounds 
phosphoric acid, 2,500 pounds pot- 
ash, and 4,000 pounds of nitrogen, then 
you would be encouraged to go ahead 
and make this plant food mope avail- 
able oy judicious cultivation and treat- 
ment, such as liming, the turning un- 
der of green crops, etc., feeling as- 
sured that in the end you could bring 
that soil up to a point where it would 
yield bountifully. But if as the .-e- 
eult of my ana-lysis I should tell you 
that the soil only contained 150 pounds 
of phosphoric acid and 200 pounds of 
potash per acre, why then you would 
know that the bast thing you could do 
with that land would be to abandon it 
or give it away, and not waste fur- 
ther time and labor on it. There !s, 
however, a practical method by which 
you can analyze your soil for yourself 
far better than any chemist can do it 
for you, and by means of which yon 
can tell for yourself whether your soil 
neds lime, phosphoric acid, potash or 
nitrogen, one or all. That method is 
as follows: 

Method by which the Farmer May An- 
alyze His Own Soil. 

First, select a piece of ground as 
level as possible, so that rain may not 
wash the fertilizer from one plont in- 
to an adjoining plot. Secondly, for 
the purpose of the experiment, mark off 
ten plots, each one just one-tenth of an 
acre in area. If convenient, make the 
plots long and narrow, say one hun- 
dred and thirty-six,, feet long by thir- 
ty-two feet wide; these dimensions 
would enable you to have eight long 
rows, four feet apart, in each plot. Any 
other shape of plot will answer, only 
be careful to lay off the plots so that 
they shall each contain one-tenth of 
an acre, or 4,365 square feet. Sepa- 
rate the plots from each other by 
paths, at least three feet, wide, so that 



the effect of fertilizer in one plot may 
not be felt in an adjoining plot. Tt 
would be well to locate these experi- 
mental plots on some of your poorest 
land, or that which stands most badly 
leed of fertilizer. When all is 
ready carefully number tho plots from 
on© to ten so that you may keep a rec- 
ord of the nature and amount of fer- 
tilizer applied on each plot. Let us 
suppose tlfat you decide to plant cot- 
ton on the ten prepared plots for the 
purpose of finding out what fertilizing 
constituent is most needed by your soil 
when growing cotton. Plant the cot- 
ton in your usual manner, after a cart- 
ful preparation of the soil of, the plots, 
thoroughly plowing and harrowing the 
plots in order. Then apply the fer- 
tilizers as follows: 

No. 1 — No fertilizer. 

No. 2 — 143 pounds of cotton seed 
meal. 

No. 3.— 200 pounds of 14 per cent 
acid phosphate. 

No. 4—80 pounds of kainit. 

No. 5 — No fertilizer. 

No. 6 — 200 pounds of acid phosphate 
and 143 pounds of cotton seed meal. 

No. 7 — 143 pounds of cotton sed meal 
and 80 pounds of kainit. 

No. 8 — 200 pounds of acid phosphate 
and 80 pounds of kainit. 

No. 9 — 200 pounds of- acid phosphate 
80 pounds of kainit and 143 pounds of 
cotton. seed meal. 

No. 10—500 pounds air-slaked lime. 

In many of our Georgia soils lime is 
sadly lacking, and it may be just the 
thing needed by the soil, in conjunc- 
tion with certain other fertilizers; to 
discover if this be the case, after hav- 
ing fertilized Plot No. 2, mark off a 
strip 2% feet in width diagonally 
across the plot, that is running from 
one corner to the opposite corner. Ap- 
ply to this strip 50 pounds of air- 
slaked lime, and work it in well with 
the soil and other fertilizer With a 
rake. Do the same with each of th3 
other plots, omitting No. 10. The.i 
when the crop begins to grow, if lime 
was specially needed by the soil in any 
of the plots, you ought to notice a 
marked superiority in the 2% foot 
strip which runs diagonally across 
the rows in all nine plots-. 

In the above fertilizers it ia 
sumed that the acid phosphate is tho 
kind most usually sold, containing 14 
per cent of available phosphoric acid 
to the plot. 

The cotton seed meal is presumed 
to contain 7 per cent, of nitrogen, so 
that 143 pounds of it supplies 10 
pounds of nitrogen to the plot., and the 
kainit to contain 12% per cent of pot- 
ash, so that 80 pounds yield 10 pound* 
of potash to the plots the kainit 
applied to. 

In applying the fertilizers obser 
the following precautions Sow each 
fertilizer on the plot to which It is 
be applied broadcast, using your b< 
care and judgment to distribute tho 
fertiliser evenly over the entire plot 
In order to get an even distribution It 
Is best to sow in such quantity that 
you will have to,, go over each plot 
at least twice to get all the fertilizer 
distributed. Take care not to 
while the wind is blowing, as It may 
blow some of the fertilizer , an to U» 
adjoining plots. After sowing har- 
row the ground, and then it will he 
ready for you to plant. 

Plant thick enough to insure a per- 
fect stand, and at the proper time 
thin out to a uniform stand. Treat 
all the plots exactly alike, except as 
to the fertilizers applied. Prepare 
the ground in each plot the same, 
plant the cotton all at tho same time, 
and always cultivate the same and at 
the same time each day. Take pains 
to have the same number of plants in 
each row. It will be well to keep a 
note-book, with a page for each pi it, 
in which to record your observations. 

In this book record: 1st The kinds 
of fertilizer applied to each plot i 
the amount applied, on the pages 
apart for the respective plots from 1 
to 10. 2d. Note down the date th« 
cotton was planted. 3d. Note tlw 
date cotton came up in each plot. 4th, 
When the cotton is about two Inchtas 
high on the plot containing do fertfr 
izer. note the height and appearance 
of the other plots. 5th. After you 
have thinned out to a uniform staa«3 
record the number of missing plant's, 
If any, in each plot. Of course 
every endeavor to have the same num- 
ber of plants in each plot, but in case 
of accident to some, be sure to 
down the number missing in any plot 
so as to make allowances. 6th. Record 
any other observations of interest dur- 
ing the growth of the crop on the dif- 
ferent plots, such as the compare!!' 
dates of blooming, numbo? bolls to tl 
stalk, date of opening of the bolls, 
height of the stalks after maturity of 
the plant. 7th. Keep the seed cotton 
from each plot to Itself, weigh it by 
itself, and record the weight of the 
seed cotton from plot number on 
page number one, and so on with Ut« 
others. When you have picked an1 
weighed the last pound of cotton, then 
you will, I think, be easily able to de- 
cide for yourself what fertilizer 
combination of fertilizers your land re- 
quires. Of course, if you have a f>ad 
season, very dry or very wet, you will 
not be able to decide eo well, and in 
that case repeat the experiment 
other year. In this way you can i 
lyze your own soil, and do it better 
than the best chemist in the world 
do it for ycu, because you have ap- 
pealed to the soil itself, you have spok. 
en to It In the language of Nature, tnd 
it has replied in the same mute, 
eloquent tongue, demonstrating the 
truth of her answers before your very 
eyes.
